Nikita Khrushchev began by 
representing the Ukraine. His 
postwar job was to fit that stub- 
born area back into the Soviet 
fold.

He has come 
fast, always as a violent party 
man, an advocate of military 
strength, always a hater of the 
United States.

The tipoff that it 
was being resolved came about Jan. 20 
when Anastas Mikoyan, chief instrument 
of the “more consumer goods” line, was 
demoted as chief of Soviet home and for- 
eign commerce. 


*‘ Working behind the scenes, the heavy- 
industry faction headed by Nikita Khrush- 
chev won a clearcut victory. The latter 
had succeeded to Stalin’s old post of 
Communist Party secretary—the vehicle 
through which the dead dictator rose to 
absolute power. In this post, Khrushchev 
has now maneuvered himself into a posi- 
tion to become Stalin’s heir. 

Reprinted elsewhere on this page 'are 
excerpts from a speech Khrushchev re- 
cently made in Peiping. They show clear- 
ly his hatred of the United States and the 
role of Russia in the Formosa matter.

Naming of Marshal Nikelai Bulganin 
as premier to succeed Malenkov should 
not be misleading. As Stalin’s friend and 
as head of the armed forces for more 
than a decade the marshal becomes the 
individual through whom warring fac- 
tions in the Kremlin may put up a united 
front to the Russian people and to the 
‘world. He lends army backing to the 
new regime. The real power will be 
Khrushchev. The policies will be the 
tough, aggressive and warlike measures 
forged by Josef Stalin. 

Within Russia, the people again will be 
forced to assume the back-breaking bur- 
den of building more and more weapons 
of war. Their dreams of more consumer 
goods, food and clothing and comforts 
of life will become victim once more to 
the mad ambitions for world domination 
handed down by Lenin and Stalin. 

Diplomatically there will be more 
saber rattling. Molotov made the pitch 
yesterday, in fact, as he lashed out at 
the United States, Great Britain and other 
free nations and accused this country of 
creating an “Iron Curtain’’—the irony of 
ironies. 

In a bitter, angry speech, Molotov 
came close to threatening atomic war. He 
boasted of the Soviet’s hydrogen bombs 
in what may become the new Communist 
propaganda line. All the mioves are co- 
ordinated to defeat ratification of the 
Paris pacts to rearm West, Germany, to 
gain Red China a seat in the U.N. and to 
force the U.S. to surrender Formosa. 
Malenkov’s “coexistence” line and “con- 
sumer goods” policy are credited with Red 
diplomatic defeats on all these fronts. 
The return to the belligerency of Stalin 
is the result. 

Meanwhile, the cold war will be 
stepped up and the chances of a hot 
war have been increased. The United 
States will be tested diplomatically and 
the hate-America campaign will be in- 
tensified. Our best bet is to be ready 
for whatever comes and to be patient and 
resolute. As Gen. Twining, chief of staff 
of the U.S. Air Force, put it recently: 
“The best way to prevent a war with Rus- 
sia is to be able to win.”

Economy Is False When 
It Means Hiding Crime 


The State of Republic Committee of 
the lower house of the General Assembly 
has turned thumbs down on the proposal 
that a committee be established to study 
law enforcement in Georgia, though fail- 
ure of law enforcement in Georgia might 
have been a better way to put it. 

The committee would have had the 
Added task of suggesting ways and means 
pf removing public officials who permit 
violation of the laws. 

The suggestion was beaten on the 
grounds of economy.

Ham and Egg Shows Are 
Milestones of Progress 


Feburary is noted for a number of 
things, including the opening of Geor- 
gia’s Ham and Egg show season. 

These shows, put on by rural Negro 
families, had their beginning in Fort 
Valley in 1916. Since then they have 
spread throughout the South, and their 
originator, Otis O’Neal, a Negro county 
agent, has won national acclaim. 


O’Neal began his work in the days 
of share cropping, food on credit, and 
poor winter diets. Visits to the Negro 
families in his community convinced him 
that the first step along the road to self- 
sufficiency was full smokehouses and 
larders. He staged an exhibition of home 


produce at the Fort Valley Col- 
lege, and from that small beginning 
Ham and Egg Shows have become 


standard throughout the rural South. 

The first Fort Valley show was a pa- 
thetic exhibit of 27 poorly cured hams 
and 17 dozen dirty and ungraded eggs. 
Now the exhibits run into the thousands, 
and are displayed by prosperous, well- 
fed families many of whom own their 
land and are proud of their farms and 
way of life. The movement begun in Fort 
Valley by Otis O’Neal has been impor- 
tant in showing the way to a better life 
to thousands of families.

Let House Reconsider 


Teen-Age Electrocutions 


Defeated on its first vote Monday, the 
House will reconsider a bill proposed 
by Rep. Muggsy Smith of Fulton Coun- 
ty to halt teen-age electrocutions in Geor- 
gia. The proposal was voted down 83 to 
53 in its first test without a roll call. 

Rep. Smith has offered to accept an 
amendment that would fix the minimum 
age limit for electrocution at 18 years, At 
present a 14-year-old child can be elec- 
trocuted. This age limit is inhuman and 
does no credit to a society that supposed- 
ly is civilized. 

There have been seven teen-age elec- 
trocutions in the state in the past two 
years. They have brought considerable 
discredit to Georgia’s judicial methods 
and have received criticism from all over 
the land. 

If the General Assembly does nothing 
else, it certainly should up the age limit 
for electrocutions to 18. To electrocute 
children is no deterrent to crime but an 
open admission of our failure to fulfill 
our duties as citizens in a free society. It 
is a barbaric, inhuman practice that 
should be ended.

To Inadequate Reserves 


The Reserve Officers Association has 
called: for a stepped-up program of train- 
ing military reserves. The group proposes 
creating a million-man “hurricane force” 
equipped and ready to fight on short 
notice. 

This reserve would be backed by an 
immediately available support force of 
500,000, and a mobilization reserve of 
1,500,000 and the inactive reserve. 

The association has served a useful 
purpose in calling attention once more to 
the lack of adequate reserve forces in this 
country. As armed forces manpower is 
cut back, lack of such organized reserve 
forces poses a danger to the national se- 
curity. It invites the nibbling type of ag- 
gression that has become Communist 
policy in Asia. 

The need for more adequate reserves 
was pointed up again Monday by Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson, who told a con- 
gressional committee that the armed 
forces are losing far too many trained 
men to private industry. 

He was supporting the call for high- 


er pay for service men because the drain- 


off of trained specialists is continuing to 
damage all branches. If their proficiency 
in armed force specialties could be main- 
tained through organized reserve train- 
ing, their expensively learned skills 
could be kept in support of the defense 
effort. 

In planning the defense of the nation, 
depth is a consideration that all military 
commanders keep in mind. In total war, 
there must. be more than the initial front- 
line defenses. If these are pierced, the 
reserves must fill the breach.

This is the realization of the sov- 
ereignty of China. We are firmly 
convinced that right will triumph. 
Taiwan will be liberated and re- 
united with all its great country— 
the Chinese People’s Republic. 

There are objective laws of history, 
laws of development of human so0- 
ciety. They are subject neither to 
dollars nor to American senators. 
They are stronger than the opinion 
of the Nixons and Knowlands, the 
Radfords and McCarthys. The Chi- 
nese people’ will never permit the 
return to its native land of foreign 
monopolies, or national traitors. 

None of the dark forces of im- 
perialism and reaction will succeed 
in disrupting the great process of 
the regeneration of the peoples of 
Asia, which comprises one of the 
most important features of our age 
and which opens up _ inspiring 
prospects for the further develop- 
ment of the struggle for peace and 
progress for all mankind. 

The peoples of colonial and de- 
pendent countries see in the vic- 
tory of the Chinese revolution, and 
also in the successes of the Chinese 
people in constructing a new life, a 
brilliant example of what most 
tremendous feats a people is 
capable of, having once become 
lord of its own fate.

SAO PAULO, Brazil—One of the minor joys of 
exploring anew town is seeking out the restau- 
rants where the good food is served. The Brazilian 


is not a noted gastronome. His tastes are simple, The basic food of 
the Brazilian of the uplands has been for years a dish I cannot spell, 


but which is pronounced fayswada. 


It consists, in the main, of beans 


into which pigs’ ears have been chopped, and though it sounds like 
something the North American palate would not find pleasing, it 
is a dish that caresses the stomach. 


The same cannot be said of the 
drink that precedes this meal. It 
also is difficult to spell, but it is 
pronounced Ca sha sa, with the 
accent on the ‘‘sha.”’ It is a bran- 


dy made of sugar cane, poured.~ 


into a coconut, and buried in the 
ground to mellow, and Americans 
drinking it for the first time have 
been heard to complain that they 
have poured molten copper down 
their gullet. 

The Brazilian of the Southern 
plains is anveater of meat, instead 
of beans. He is a great consumer 
of charrasco, a thick steak broiled 
on a spit and served on a stone 
which holds the iron spit upright 
with the meat impaled upon it. 
The diner, using a small sharp 
knife, whittles off a bite at a time. 
The charrasco is best eaten with 
a nonalcoholic beverage called 
mate, a strong tea made from 
the twigs of a bush that grows 
wild in south Brazil. The mate is 
served with elegance, in a polished 
coconut shell rimmed with silver, 
and is sipped through a silver 
tube. 

In a melting pot metropolis such 
as Sao Paulo, where the races of 
the world have assembled, there 
are of course, many restaurants 
specializing in the foods of far off 
countries.

F ire From on High 


In the Bible are found many of the most dra- 
matic and decisive moments in all history. When 
a man tells me that’the Bible is dull, 


on French, Italian, Japanese, Chi- 
nese, or Syrian dishes, and many 
Americans, tired of home-cooked 
chow, have spent a month seeking 
out these places. 


The rewards of such a search 
are sometimes great, Shishkabob 
can be found here, more tasty than 
any other prepared in the Western 
Hemisphere. The roast duck with 
oranges, or sweet apples, is won- 
derful in the French restaurants, 
and in the Italian places a hun- 
dred forms of spaghetti are served 
rich with cheese. 

Unlike many South American 
cities, the vegetables are safe to 
eat here, and the water can be 
drunk without fear of contracting 
the fierce bellyaches that so often 
beset Americans traveling to the 
South. The service is as deft and 
swift as the food is good — and 
prices, though not cheap, are rea- 
sonable. A good dinner, w ‘ith 
shrimp to start with, a filet, a 
salad and a small bottle of wine, 
will cost $2.50 — not much more 
than half that if you leave off the 
wine, which is imported. 

It is small wonder then that 
Americans, back home after a few 
years in South America, find them- 
selves looking back on their time 
in Sao Paulo as being the good 
old days.

FPC Reorganization 
Neglects the Public 


WASHINGTON—Something has been said here 
recently about the way federal regulatory commis- 
sions have come under the dominant influence of 


The 450 prophets of Baal should 
build an altar and then call upon 
their gods to send fire from heaven 
upon the sacrifice.

Elijah went to the top of Mount 
Carmel to pray. 

The drought ended, the Lord was 
praised, the House of Ahab fell 
and Jezebel came to a tragic end.

to regulate, and how their function ordained by Congress to protect 
the public interest has been submerged. 


A revealing case study is of- 
fered in the Federal Power Com- 
mission which was created as an 
independent commission by Com 
gress in 1930 during the Herbert 
Hoover administration to have 
jurisdiction over hydro-electric 
power development and to which 
subsequently was assigned authori- 
ty over natural gas in the 1938 
Natural Gas Act. 

The FPC has emerged finally 
from a “reorganization” instituted 
by the Eisenhower administration. 
The. result is that the ‘“‘guts,”’ 
heart and spirit onc& possessed 
by this agency in behalf of pro- 
tecting public and consumer in- 
terest have been nearly “re 
organized’ out of it. It’s the old 
story. Things were made uncom- 
fortable for key members of the 
expert staff whose conception of 
regulation does not coincide with 
that of the now prevailing busi- 
ness-minded element on the FPC. 
Some have been demoted and 
shunted aside to make way for 
more amenable personnel. Some 
have quit, including a number of 
lawyers on the staff as well as 
technical experts. 

The expert staff now finds itself 


. frequently without support from 


the commission, its recommenda- 
tions and findings disregarded in 
vital issues with utilities, gas and 
electric. Instead, there is develop- 


ing a situation where the top of- - 


‘ 
’ 


ficers of powerful utilities deal di- 
rectly with the front offices of the 
FPC to negotiate for what they 
want, 


Two steps achieved the transfor- 
mation of the commission. 


First was a change in the com- 
mission, itself, which consists of 
five members. That began even 
before this administration. The of- 
fensive opened during the Truman 
administration when the Senate, 
under pressure from powerful oil 
and gas interests that were in- 
fluential with leaders of both par- 
ties in Congress, defeated con- 
firmation for another term of Le 
land Olds, for ten years a stalwart 
defender of the public interest. 
That started a shift in the very 
delicate balance on the FPC until, 
with three appointments during the 
Eisenhower administration, it now 
is weighted definitely toward what 
might be called “the industry 
viewpoint.”’ 

But something more is required. 
That is the second step. That is 
tc carry the “treatment’’ down be- 
low the commissioners them- 
selves, and intimidate or weed out 
in one way or another those on 
the permanent (civil service) ex- 
pert staff whom the utility com- 
panies consider ‘‘troublemakers” 
because they seek to carry out the 
law in their recommendations, 
without fear or favor.

The south Fulton roads include 
14.3. miles of grading, 15 miles 
of base, 19.9 miles of paving, .7 
miles of resurfacing and 11.6 
miles of sealing.

Road Contfab 
Hears Need 
Of $60 Billion 


At least $60,000,000,000 must be 
spent to bring the nation’s roads to 
the standard required by today’s 
traffic, Georgia highway engi- 
neers were told during a three-day 
conference at Georgia Tech. 


This estimate of how far high- 
way construction is lagging behind 
automobile design and production 
came from Dr. W. N. Dougherty, 
dean of engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee. 


The $60,000,000,000 needed now 
equals the national total spent on 
roads over the past 30 years, 
Dougherty said. 


SOON OBSOLETE 


Even if another $60,000,000,000 
was spent today, the resulting 
highway improvements would soon 
become obsolete, Dougherty said. 


Dougherty said he doubts if 
highway engineering can ever 
catch up with the automobile in- 
dustry. ‘““The highway is always at 
a disadvantage since it must be 
constructed for the next 20 to 50 
years while changes in the vehicle 
are made with each yearly 
model,’’ Dougherty said. 


SUGGESTS STEPS 


He suggested these measures for 
improving the situation: 


1. Build toll roads to relieve 
congestion on freeways. 

2. Get young engineers inter- 
ested in highway design and con- 
struction. 

3. Survey traffic needs to dis- 
courage states and counties from 
catering to pressure groups’ “‘pet 
road’’ demands. 

4. Reduce legal weights of ve- 
hicles and make ‘drivers’ license 
tests harder to decrease ‘“‘tearing 
up” of highways. 

Some 200 highway engineers and 
road contractors are attending the 
conference which will end at noon 
Wednesday.

Said Eisenhower: ‘‘While we 
maintain our vigilance at home 
end abroad, we must help inten- 
sify the will for freedom in the 
satellite countries behind the Iron 
Curtain... only as long as they 
are reminded that the outside 
world has not forgotten them— 
only that long do they remain as 
potential deterrents to Soviet ag- 
gression.”

Georgians See Unrest in Russian Power Shift 


By JACK NELSON 


Russian foreign policies will re- 
main basically the same, per- 
haps tougher toward the West. 
Ceorgi M. Malenkov would be a 
poor risk for a life insurance 
policy. 

That was the reaction of state 
officials and legislators Tuesday 
on Malenkov’s resignation and 
cecnfession of failure. 

The German and British con- 
suls in Atlanta viewed the sudden 
ewitch in Russian leadership with 
caution. 

‘‘T hope that Russia won’t steer 
an even more dangerous course 
row," said Dr. Werner Breuck- 
mann, German consul. ‘‘Bulganin 
(the new premier) ‘will not be 
inclined to be more conciliatory 
than Malenkov.”’ 

Dr. Breuckmann said he was 
afraid the Russians are ‘‘getting 
more desperate.”’ 

SHOULD SPEED ARMS 

According to logic, he said, the 
switch in leadership should speed 
up rearmament of West Germany. 
‘It would be extremely dangerous 
for the French to continue to ob- 

ject to rearmament, leaving West- 
ern Europe without adequate de- 
fense,”’ he said.

| The army’s emergence in a 
leading role in the Soviet Union 
has progressed steadily ever since 
ithe period immediately preced- 
ing the generalissimo’s demise. 
| Zhukov, who had been banished 
to obscurity by Stalin after lead- 
ing the Soviet armies to victory 
‘in Germany, emerged immedi- 
ately from the shadows at the 
time Stalin died.

A small, mild-mannered man, 
Bulganin always .is dressed neat- 
ly.

Bulganin was born in Nizhni- 
Novgorod (now Gorki) in 1895, 
the son of a white-collar worker. 
He had to quit school to go to 
work, first as a clerk, then as a 
textile worker. 

At the time of the 1917 revo- 
lution he joined the Boishevik 
Party and fought during the civil 
war in Siberia. 

Despite his meager education, 
Bulganin taught himself enough 
by 1922 to become manager of 
Ryssia’s largest electrical equip- 
ment plant. He became mayor of 
Moccow in 1931 and chairman of 
the Gosbank (Russia’s federal re- 
serve bank) a few years later. 

In 1941, he organized Moscow’s 
civilian defenses as the Germans 
approached.

More than 100 years ago a 
French veterinarian made an 
important observation on harden- 
ing of the arteries. He discovered 
that older horses would stop aft- 
er walking a certain distance 
and no end of coaxing or whip 
ping spurred them on. The ani- 
mals rested a few moments be- 
fore continuing on their way. 

The curiosity of the _ veteri- 
narian was aroused by this pe- 
culiar pattern of exercise and 
rest. After the horses died, he 
examined their arteries and 


| found them either plugged or so 


hardened as to impair the blood 
flow. 

Man is subject to a similar 
condition (intermittent § claudi- 
cation). In the older person, it 
signifies poor circulation 
caused by hardening of the ar- 
teries and in the younger man, 
thromboaxngitis obliterans (Buer- 
ger’s disease). A dull aching or 
cramping sensation arises in the 
calf of one leg after walking a 
block or two, 


When discomfort reaches its 
height, the victim is forced to 
halt. After standing still a few 
moments, cramping eases but 
after walking is resumed, the 
cycle recurs at the end of an 
equal stretch. Most victims are 
embarrassed when forced to stop 
in their tracks. As a result, they 
prefer to walk down alleys or a 
business street where window 
shopping can be used as an ex- 
cuse for halting. 

The symptom may be avoided 


by resting before distress is due | 


to come on; if cramping is ex- 
perienced after walking one and 
one-half blocks, the sufferer 
should pause momentarily at the 
end of the first block. Pain sel- 
dom is noted indoors because the 
average individual never walks 
far enough in one stretch. 

The mechanism behind inter- 
mittent claudication and angina 
pectoris is somewhat the same. 
In both instances, the flow of 
blood is inadequate to supply 
the added demand for blood dur- 
ing exercise. Cramping is na- 
ture’s way of notifying the brain 
that rest is needed. 

Occasionally the two condi- 
tions coexist. Several years ago 
I was consulted by a man who 
suffered from pain in the right 
calf after walking one block. I 
prescribed a remedy to improve 
circulation and within two 
menths, he was able to walk 
three blocks without leg dis- 
tress. 

Beyond this point, his heart 
began to act up by producing 
typical angina pectoris. I have 
often thought that nature planned 
it this way. Leg pain caused my 
patient to stop, which protected 
the heart, a more vital struc- 
ture.

He said the experiments 
showed BCG had “a restraining 
influence’ on the development 
of TB in guinea pigs. 


DECREASED DEATH RATE 


Dr. Feldman said there was 
a decrease in the mortality rate 
among ‘the vaccinated animals. 

He explained 30 vaccinated an- 
imals and 30 unvaccinated an- 
imals were injected with living, 
disease-producing tubercle ba- 
cilli. He said there not only was 
*‘greater survival’? among those 
vaccinated but there was a les- 
sening of severity of the disease 
at the BCG-vaccinated animals. 

The vaccine did not prevent 
tuberculosis, however, he said. 

Dr. Feldman said two types 
of vaccine were tested and com- 
pared—fresh (two or three days 
old) BCG-and “‘dry”’ (frozen and 
kept for 109 days) BCG. He said 
studies {showed no significant 
difference in the effectiveness of 
the two types.

May Cause 


Weight Gain 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Numerous requests as to how 
a weight gain can be prevented 
after smoking is stopped con- 
stantly come to your dietitian. 
Today's letter from a reader in 
Florida poses an interesting prob- 
lem: 

“I have followed your nutri 
tion advice with most pleasing 
results. I lost an excess 2&5 
pounds and have maintained 
normal weight for the past year. 
On the advice of my doctor, I 
have attempted to cut out smok- 
ing, a habit I have indulged in 
for the past dozen years. This 
is a most difficult habit to break, 
{'m finding out. To replace the 
routine of lighting a cigarette 
just about every 10 minutes of 
my waking hours, I have taken 
to substitution any kind of food 
that will occupy my mouth and 
hands whenever the desire for a 
cigarette becomes my foremost 
thought. 

POUNDS CREEPING 

“I can almost feel the pounds 
creeping on as I continue to re 
place cigarettes with calories. I 
know the desire for cigarettes 
will wane in time, and I will 
no longer feel the need for a 
substitute. 

There are two facets to the 
problem of weight gain when 
smoking is stopped. Food tastes 
better, so one tends to eat more. 
But of greater importance, at- 
thorities point out, smoking gives 
oral satisfaction. Food in the 
form of snacks is used to pro- 
vide this oral satisfaction when 
smoking is stopped. Here we are 
dealing with habit. 

Nutrition know-how can help 
you through this difficult adjust- 
ment period. Have a dish of crisp 
celery stalks, cauliflowerettes 
and carrot slivers. Crunch on 
these when you get that urgent 
desire to “light up.” They will 
provide oral satisfaction with a 
minimum of calories. For an’ 
energy pick-up at your “zero 
hour’’ in the late morning or late 
afternoon, have protein—a hard 
cooked egg, a wedge of cheese, 
a glass of skim milk, buttermilk 
or cocoa made with skim milk. 


BREATHING EXERCISES 
Here’s another tip — breathing 
exercises practiced for five min- 
utes eight to 10 times a day 
helped 15 heavy smokers stop 
smoking, according to a report 
by Dr. William Kaufman in the 
Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Assn. The exercises are 
taking deep breaths in and out 
16 times a minute.. Dr. Kaufman 
explains that heavy smokers take 
short breaths when not smoking.
